At the request of Mr. White I returned on Merch 19, 1953 Mr. Mathoson's 
telephone call to Mr. Yourg and I informed Mr. Matheson that it was not 
clear from the record exactly what difficulty hrs. Burns encountered when 
she attezpted to enter the United States as he reported to Mr. Young. 


Mr. Matheson was somewhat evasive when I mentioned a Mexican passport 
to him,he said that he was not sure that Mrs. Purns had a Mexican passpcrt. 
After conversation, he admitted however that it was purely hearsay and that 
he had told Mr. Young that she did have a Mexican passport since a friend 
of Mrs. Burns had so informed him, that Mrs. Burns did not encounter any 
difficulty with the Immigration and Naturalization Service when she attempted 
to enter the United States but to the contrary encountered difficulty with 
the Pan Americ. : Airways when she attempted to obtain either reservaticns 
or to ¢board cne of their ships to come into the United States. Mr. Matheson's 
essumption is that the carrier refused her passage on the premise that she 
had a Mexican passport ich was not in order because it night*pléced the 
carrier in some precarious situation as to financial responsibility should 
she not be able to enter the United States. I explained to Mr. Matheson 
why the Mexican Government considers Mrs. Burns a Mexican national by 
marriage, but that she had not by this reason become expatriated. 


I told Mr. Matheson that Mrs. Burns had a valid passport until the 
twenty-ninth of this month and that the passport had a potential validity 
until at least March of 1953. I also informed him that ordinarily an

Reference is made to your letter of May 11, 1971 concerning the citizen- 
ship stctus of Mrs. Dorothy Gould Burns, deceased. : 


Our record shows that Mrs. Burns acquired United States citizenship by 
birth in ne York City on March 24, 1904, 


Mra. Burns' marriage on May 5, 1925 to Siete da Graffenreid, a Swiss 
citizen, did not cause her to lose citizanship, Section 3, Act of 
September 22, 1922, provided that an American woman would not be ex- 
patristad by marriage to an alion unless he wae ineligible to citizen- 
ship or she made a formal renunciation of citizenship before a natura- 
lization court. There is no showing that she became expatriated under 
those provisions, whith were r2pealed by the Act of March 3, 1931. 


In 1953, {t was determined that when she was married on May 24, 1944 
to Archibald Burns, a Mexican, she acquired Mexican citizenship by 
operation of Mexicen law. She did not, however, lose United States 
eitizenship. , 


Between September 22, 1922 and January 1, 1950, American women did not 
become expatriated by acquisition of Mexican citizenship upon marriage 
to a Mexican. Also, thay did not expatriate themselvos by makings a 
doclaration of allegiance to Mexico and renouncing former nationality 
administrativoly to obtain a Cortificate of M-xican Citizanship. 

These oaths and declarations were not sanctioned by Maxican regulations 
until January 1, 1950. Oaths taken subsequently are considered w2an- 
ingful and expatriating. 


This office wes mot aware of Exhibit A or any other oath of allegiance 
taken by tes. Burns in connection with h2r Moxican naturalization. In 
pravious cases of similar oaths taken by Amzrican women, the Mexican 
Yoreicn Ministry has stated that prior to 1950 cny such oath was tn- 
nacegsary and not prescribed vy Mexscan lav. Conscquanctly, w2 do nor 
bslicva ft will by necessary to roquest an acvisory opinion fron the 
Moxfican authoritiss concerning cahivit A, unless cuch on opinion is in- 
dispensable in this case. |

After Mrs. Burns' Mexican naturalization, she continued to hold her- 
calf out as a United States citizen. Since it was determined in 1953 
that she was not expatriated, further passport eervicey wore cxtended 
to her. Shortly before her death, she received a United States pass- 
port at Nice, France on February 28, 1968. 


It is che opinion of this office that Mra. Dorothy Gould Burns was &@ 
United States citizen when she died on July 5, 1959. 


I hope the foregoing information is responsive to the questions posed 
in your letter.

This is in reply to your letter of March 28, 197", regarding the citizen- 
suip status of “rs. Dorothy Could Burns, deceased. You etated that it 
was the opinion of your office that an advisory opinion from the Mexican 
authorities is indispensable to the resolution of this case. 


At the outset it should be strongly noted that it is the responnibility 
of the Dapartment of State to determine clains to United States 
natlonelity made by persons abroad. See 22 CFR § 50.2. The Departuent 
wade such a determination in the late Hra. Burns’ case as late as 
Febrvary 23, 1968. She was thea issued a United States passport upon 
her application at the American Consulate, ‘lice, France. In view of the 
hepartment's responsibility in making such citizensnip deterninations, it 
as not considered appropriate or necessary to question the Mexican 
authorities concerning iirs. Buras' citizenship scatus. 


Copnizance is taken of the statement from the Ministry of Toreign Selations 
of the Republic of iexico dated February 18, 1972. In this statement, the 
Ministry sect forth its position rolating to the oath and renunciation in 

connection with the naturalization of a foreigner in Mexico. In reviuwing 
thie rtaterent, it is noted that the “inistry does not state that the cath 
telen by lirs. Burns on Decender i4, 1944 was then a requirerent of Mexican 


law. id

It is the view of the Departneat of State that the change in 'icxiccn law 
dated wseerber 31, 1949 was not a codification of ipxistins law. Instead, 
it srouated to a substeatial change in existing law and rcequirerents for 
Aecutring Merdean citizenship. A requirevent to take an outa of alicciance 
to the “oxtean Covernnent anu to renounce any other nationality vecanm a 
lesal requisite, to be distinguished from a mere procedural feriallty. 
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In addition to applying for and obtaining a United Statcs passport in 
1965, Mrs. BSurns also obtained United States passports in 1951, 1955, 
1959 and 1963. All of these applications for documentation as s United 
States citizen were processed on the basis of her claim to such citizen- 
ship, and on the recognition by this Government that her claia was valid. 
It is difficult, under these circumstances, to perceive how Mrs. Burns 
tranaferred her allegiance fron the United States. 

Tle reliance by Mrs. Burns’ representatives on the case of Charlie Ann 
‘'endez to support the position that Mrs. Burns also lost her United 
States nationality is misplaced and erroneous. Hrs. Mendez took an oath 
of elleriance to Mexico in 1963, after the change in Mexican law became 
effective a3 of January 1, 1950. After that latter date, the taking of 
an oath of allegiance was a requirement of “exican lav, and Urs. tiendez 
expatriated herself by her action. As stated previously, ‘irs. Durns took 
an oath of allegiance in Necezber, 1944 when it was not a requirement of 
‘Mexican law. Consequently, her actiou was a nullity and Mrs. Burns did 
not lose her American nationality by her action. 


In view of the foregoing, it is the feeling of the Department of S_ate 
that there is no need to request an advisory opinion from the Mexican 
Government concerning the late ?t'rs. Burns’ citizenship status.

Second, you are entitled to a U. S&S. passport wien you 
travel and it is needed. This is also favoruble and wien you get 
ready to go to France you should have no trouble obtaining it. 


Third, it is impossible for us to give you any definitive 
advice about how to leave Mexico since we were totally unfamiliar 
with the intricate Mexican travel restrictions. However, we do not 
wint you to lose your citizenship in waking your departure and 
sugrest you do as follows: 


(a) Obtain an identification card from the U. S. Consul. Tunis 
should take no more tian five minutes after he is officially 

notified of the State Department!s Ruling. It alone, without 

a U. S. passport, enables you to come here; and 


(b) Either continue to use your Mexican passport and obtsin 
a form "FM8" (Exit Questionaire) to go with it from the 
Mexicun authorities, or renounce your Mexican citizcnsiip, 
turn in the pas:port and become either on "immigrante" or 
un “imnaigrado" and obtain the pass or book issued to either 
of these groupse 


American Airlines will bring you here if you have the 
U. S. card, plus either the Mexican passport with form "FM8&" or 
tiie pass or book issued to "dmuigrante" or "imnaigrado" groups, plus 
a sintall pox vaccination certificate. 


You mentioned something of ovtaining a tourist card when 
you come here to re-enter Mexico. My information indicates you 
might lave some difiicuity in Mexico with such a curd since you are 
‘nown to reside there. This may ve incorrect so you had better 
check there verore planning to do it. Pernaps it is all right. 


Finally, I understand you can obtuin an idenficiation crd, 
fo to some border town and walk across the border without wiy trouble 
at all. Then, when you get ready to return to Mexico you cim obtrin 
any of the various entry permits including, perhaps, a tourist cara. 


I an sure you will bear in mind that these are only 
curcestions. You probably Imow much more about each thun I and cen 
choose far more wisely.

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the Nationality Act and Section 349(a)(5) of the Immigration 

and Nationality Act were rendered unconstitutional by Afroyim v. 
Rusk. His Statement of Interpretation is to serve as a guide 

to the Department and the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
in performing their functions as they involve other questions 

of loss of citizenship. 

He noted that the rule laid down by Afroyim is that a United 
States citizen has a constitutional right to remain a citizen 
"unless he voluntarily relinquishes that citizenship." Afroyim 
did not, however, address itself to what declarations or other 
conduct could be regarded as "voluntary relinquishment of 
citizenship." Therefore, it was necessary to look to earlier 
decisions of the Court. Particular notice was taken of the 
dissenting opinion of the Chief Justice in Perez v. Brownell, 
and to the concurring opinion of Justice Black in Nishikawa v. 
Dulles. The gist of the language quoted from those opinions 

led the Attorney General to the belief that under any reading 

of Afroyim an act which does not reasonably manifest an individ- 
ual's transfer or abandonment of allegiance to the United States 
cannot be made a basis for expatriation, 


Voluntary relinquishment is not confined to a written renuncia- 
tion as provided by statute. It can also be manifested by 
other actions declared expatriative by Congress if such 
actions are in derogation of allegiance. Therefore, loss of 
United States nationality can result if a person commits an act 
made expatriating by statute if he voluntarjly .rebinqydshes 
that nationality by conduct manifesting/ transter or abandon 
his United States allegiance. However, in these cases, 
Afroyim leaves it open to the individual to raise the issue of 
intent. Once the issue of intent is raised, the burden of 
proof is on the party asserting that expatriation has occurred, 


In each case, the administrative authorities must make a judgment, 
based on all the evidence, whether the individual comes within 

the terms of an expatriation provision and has voluntarily 
relinquished his United States citizenship. 
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C. DEVELOPMENTS SINCE ISSUANCE OF ATTORNEY GENERAL'S 
STATEMENT OF INTERPRETATION 


In February 1969 a three-judge Federal District Court in the 
District of Columbi» held, in Bellei v. Rusk, that Section 
301(b) is unconstitutional on the ground that it deprives 

an individual of his United States citizenship without due 
process of law contrary to the Fifth Amendment, ‘This decision 
will be appealed by the Government directly to the Supreme 
Court. 


In March 1969 a Federal District Court in California in Baker v. 
Rusk held that a native born United States citizen was not 
expatriated under Section 2 of the Act of March 2, 1907 by 
tuking an oath of allegiance in 1926 to King George V in 
connection with his admission to the practice of law in Canada. 
Referring to Afrovim and the Attorney General's Statement of 
Interpretation, the Court held that the Government “has not met 
the burden of establishing its claim that the , lainciff has 
abandoned his allegiance to the United States," It seems 

clear that on ajl the facts of the case, as set forth in the 
Court's opinion, the Court concluded that Baker's oath of 
allegiance was not a meaningful oath, It has not yet been 
decided whether the Government will seek review of this decision. 


D, PROCESSING OF CASES 


1. In view of the unsettled state of the law regarding expatria- 
tion in the wake of the Afroyim decision and inasmuch as the 
Departments of Justice and State must apply similar interpreta- 
tions, no authority is being delegated to the posts to make 

final determinations at this time, 


2. Every case in which a section of law providing for expatria- 
tion applies, other than sections of law declared unconstitutional 
by the supreme Court and on which the Department has previously 
issued instructions, shall be developed and submitted to tlic 
Department in accordance with the procedures outlined below and 

in Part &. 
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3. The Department of State and the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service have agreed on the following: 


- (a) Section 349(a) (6) and (7) of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act are not affected by the Afroyim decision 
or the Attorney General's Statement of Interpretation. 


(b) The voluntary performance of the- following acts is 
considered highly persuasive evidence of an intention 
to relinquish citizenship and will normally result in 
expatriation: 


(1) Naturalization in a foreign state 


(2) A meaningful’ oath of allegiance to a foreign state 


(3) Service in the Armed Forces of a foreign state 
engaged in hostilities against the United States 


(4) Service in an important political post in a 
foreign government 


(c) The performance of acts coming under statutory 
expatriative provisions other than those acts listed 

in paragraph 3(b) above where there is not persuasive 
evidence of an intent to transfer or abandon allegiance 
will not result in expatriation. 


(d) Cases involving (1) the voluntary performance of acts 
listed in paragraph 3(b) ‘above coupled with persuasive 
evidence of an intent not to transfer or abandon allegiance, 
or (2) the voluntary performance of acts coming under 
Statutory expatriative provisions other then those acts 
| listed in paragraph 3(a) above coupled 
with persuasive evidence of an affirmative intent to transfer 
or abandon allegiance will be decided by the Department and 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service on a case by case 
basis, The Department and the Service will consult to seek 
to apply uniform interpretations.

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(e) Because of practical and policy considerations and 
until there is further judicial clarification, persons who 
have acquired citizenship by birth abroad under Section 1993 
of the Revised Statutes or subsequent Acts who performed 
acts descrived :enerally as expatriative by statute--other 
than that describedsespecifically by Section 301(b)--will 

be treated in the same manner as persons who acquired 
citizenship under the Fourteenth Amendment. 


4. In all cases the person who has performed an act described 
as expatriative by statute should be given, to the extent 
possible, an opportunity to state fully all of the facts and 
circumstances, and the motives and purposes surrounding the 
expatriative act he performed with emphasis on ascertaining 

his intent in performing such act, When the person is dead \ 


or unavailable or fails to respond to a request for information * 
concerning the act he performed, every effort should be made ( 
to develop evidence on the circumstances from any available 
source, 

5. The Attorney General's Statement of Interpretation, by its 
speci fie terms, has no application to a revocation of naturali- 
zation untawfully procured, Cases under Section 340 of the 
Iucivration and Nationality Act will be handled in accordance 
with existing procedures. 


6. Assertion of claims to United States nationality under the 
Schneider decision and the Afroyim (voting cases) decision 
Should continue to be handled by the posts in accordance with 
the instructions in 8 FAM 225.13 and 225,14, Procedures. 


E, PROCEDURAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR POST ACTION IN DEVELOPING CASES 
FOR SUBMISSION TO THE DEPARTMENT 


1. CASES PENDING IN THE DEPARTMENT 


Cases pending in the Department will be the subject of individual 
operations memoranda to the posts concerned, The communications 
will transmit preliminary or final decisions or further instructions 
in handling the cases. 


UNCLASSIFIED 
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2. CASES FROM THE POSTS 

(a) Cases pending at the posts and new or reactivated 
cases at the posts should be fully developed, keeping in 
mind the information points set forth in part D above. A 
form FS-176, Passport/Registration Application, and the 
Questionnaire should be completed in every case. The FS-176 
form will be used to initiate seconsideration of previous 
determinations of loss of nationality as well as cases in 
which citizenship is being considered for the first time. 


(b) As one of the initial processing steps in each of these 
cases, the consular officer shall secure an affidavit in the 
applicant own words, stating all of the facts, circumstances, 
motives, purposes and intent which contributed or led to the 
performance of the expatriative act to assist in determining 
whether or not a transfer or abandonment of allegiance has 
occurred, 


3. PROCEDURES FOR SUBMITTING CASES TO DEPARTMENT 

Cases should be submitted to the Department with the words 
"AFROYIM ATTY GEN" written in large red letters at the top 

of the form FS-176 or, if appropriate, under cover of an 
operations memorandum, marked prominently "AFROYIM ATTY GEN," 


All original evidence and correspondence from an applicant or 
a foreign government as well as the signed post file copies 
of correspondence to an applicant or a foreign government 
must be submitted in supporteof the form FS-176 of each 
individual applicant, 


o 


In each case, the responsible consular officer should state, 
for the record, his opinion of the veracity and credibility 
of the applicant and his statement, 


4, RECONSIDERATION OF PREVIOUS ADVERSE DETERMINATIONS 

Initiation of reconsideration of previous determinations of 
loss of nationality may be made by the persen against whom 
the previous determination was made or any person claiming 
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United States citizenship through him by filing the FS-176 
form as noted above. It is not considered feasibl» to give 
individual notice to each person who is recorded act each 
post as the subject of a prior determination of loss of 
nationality. In view of the enormous number of cases that 
are involved, the only practical means of informing the 
potential citizenship claimants is through extensive public 
notice. “ 


5. PUBLICITY 

Each post is requested to give the most extensive publicity 

to this instruction appropriate for its consular district. 
Publicity should be given by newspapers or other mass media 
unless such publication is not possible or politically feasible 
for a particular country or consular district. The substance 
of the public statement in whatever form it is given should 

be as follows: 


"A recent Statement of Interpretation of the Attorney General 
of tly United States may result in the reversal of many 
srevious detenninations of loss of United States citizenship. 
Any person who was the subject of such a determination or any 
person who may have a claim to United States citizenship 
through such person should communicate with this office."

After full development of a case under the appropriate provisions of 8 FAM 
and CA-2855 of May 16, 1969, including the tuking of an affidavit of intent 
concerning transfer or abandonment of allegiance as reguired in Paragraph D 
hk of CA-2855, a consular officer shalk evaluate ail relevent and material 
evidence from any credible source, including the applicant's conduct and 
statementse The consular officer may then decide for the Department that 
the applicant has not expatriated himself under the following laws end cir- 
cumstances if it is the consular officer's judgment that persuasive evidence 
of intent to transfer allegiance to a foreign state or abandon allegiance to 
the United States has not been shown. When such a finding is made, the ap- 
plicant may be issued a passport or other document of citizenship or registered 
as a citizen. 


(a) Section 3 of the Act of March 2, 1907 (Marriage to Alien). 


Possibilities of resuming citizenship under repatriation statutes need not 
be considered if the consular officer decides that there was no expatri- 
ation by reason of the marriage to an alien. 


(b) Section 3 of the Act of September 22, 1922 (Marriage to Ineligible 
Alien). , 


Those cases in which no affirmative intent to relinquish citizenship was 
evidenced by the marriage or the circumstances surrounding the marriage. 
Possibilities of resuming citizenship under repatriation statutes need 

not be considered if the consular officer decides that there was no ex- 
patriation by reason of the marriage to an alien ineligible to citizenship. 


Marriege to an alien, under (a) or (b), accompanied by a volun- 

tary renunciation of United States citizenship or declaration of 
allegiance to authorities of the husband's government would be per~ 
suasive evidence of an affirmative intent to relinquish citizenship. 
Cases in which there is reliable evidence or these or similar accom- 
panying circumstances should be submitted for the Department's decision. 


(c) Section 349(a)(2) of the INA and Section 401(b) of the NA. 


Those cases in which an oath of allegiance was taken to a foreign state as 
an inseparable incident of service in the armed forces of a foreign state 
if, at the time of entry into those armed forces the foreign state was not 
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engaged in hostilities against the United States and there is no persua- 
sive evidence of an intent to transfer or abandon allegiance by reason 
of the military servicee This pri.ciple is to be applied also to those 
cases in which an oath of allegiance was taken to a foreign state as an 
inseparable part of a foreign naturalization which was not of itself 
expatriating because it war cbtained by a minor upon his own application. 


If a person takes an oath of allegiance as an inseparable incident of 

a& non-expatriating entry into the armed forces of a foreign state not 

at the time engaged in hostilities against the United States, the oath 
would be highly persuasive evidence of his intent to transfer or aban- 
don allegiance to the United States if it were taken after the foreign 
state became engaged in hostilities against the United States and after 
the citizenship claimant had the cpteen to terminate his military service 
and failed to do so. 


Any case in which there is reliable evidence that the foreign military 
service could have been terminated voluntarily by the person claiming 
citizenship, between the inception of the hostilities and the time 

the oath was taken, should be sent to the Department for review and 
decision even if the person has alleged that he did not intend to 
transfer or abandon allegiance to the United States by the oath or 
presented evidence purporting to show that he had no such intent. 


(4) Section 349(a)(3) of the INA and Section 401(c) of the NA. 


Those cases in which the entry into the armed forces of a foreign state 

was at a time when that foreign state was not engaged in hostilities 

against the United States end there is no persuasive evidence of intent to 
transfer or abandon allegiance by reason of such entry into military service. 


When doubt exists on the intent issue because of an applicant's equivo- 
cal statements or for other reasons, the Department's decision should be 
soughte The prior processing of some of these cases has shown that they 
involve Selective Service delinquents who have already written to a 
local draft board in the United States expressing intent to transfer or 
abandon allegiance by the foreign military service. 


If a consular officer finds that the circumstances of a case give rise 
to the possibility of such earlier statements regarding transfer or 
abandonment of allegiance or relinquishment of United States citizen- 
ship, he should submit the case for review and decision by the ra 
Department. \ 
If a foreign state becomes engaged in hostilities against the United 
States while the citizen is a member of and serving in the armed forces 
of such state, and the citizen has the option of termineting his military 
service but fails to exercise it within a reasonable time after “t be- 
comes available to him, his continued voluntary performance of military 
service constitutes highly persuasive evidence of his intention to 
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relinquish citizenship. Any case presenting these circumstances should 
be referred to the Department for review and decision even if the 
citizenship claimant has injected an issue or presented evidence that 
he did not intend to transfer or abandon allegiance to the United States 
by continuing the foreign military service at his own will. 


(e) Section a)(4) of the INA and Section 401(d) of the NA 


Those cases in which the consular officer is in possession of reliable in- 
formation that the office, post or employment under consideration is not 
an inportant political post in the foreign government. Care should be 
taken when the consular officer is considering some positions held by an 
applicant in another foreign state on which information is not readily 
available in the consular district where ea decision is being made. 


Examples of positions which the Department would ordinarily consider 
not to be important political posts and therefore posts which would not 
result in expatriation are: ordinary school teachers, nurses, doctors, 
laborers, clerical employees, custodial employees, chauffeurs or 
drivers, mail carriers and lower echelon policemen. Conversely, posi- 
tions which the Department would ordinerily consider to be important 
political posts the acceptance of which would be highly persuasive 
evidence of intent to relinquish citizenship are: the chief of a 
foreign state or of a significant geographical subdivision; a cabinet 
member or high level officiel of an executive department of a foreign 
state, a mayor or chief executive officer of a city, a member of the 
national, provincial, or municipal lezislature and the military or 
civilian chief of the armed forces of a foreign state. 


Either of these listings of posts could include other exemples and 

those cited as ordinarily considered not to be important political 

posts could include many other relatively high positions in foreign 
governments which do not involve policy making functions. Doubtful 

cases should be submitted for the Department's decision. For example, 

4t is cone-ivable that a politically inrocuous occupation such as 4 
school teacner or policeman could, by virtue of a special relatiouship 

of the individual holding such position with the foreign government, 

be wholly inconsistent with his undiluted allegiance to the United States. 


(f) Section 350 of the INA 


Those cases in which the voluntarily sought or claimed bene..t of the 
nationality of a foreign state is considered by the consular officer not 
to have been a substantial benefit. 


Obtaining a driver's license, accepting employment which would not be ex- 
patriating under paragraph (e) above, or asserting a right to purchase 
land in a zone where ownership is limited to nationals of a foreign state 
are examples of benefits ordinarily not considered to be substantial bene- 
fits by the Depurtment and, therefore, not expat.riative. However, where 
a claim to the foreign nationasity io actually mule in acquiring the 

land, as when the citizen is requesting or applying for title to the land 
asserts and describes himself as a national of the foreign country, 
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a claim to foreign nationality is thereby made. If it is established by 
persuasive evidence that such act was accompanied by affirmative intent 
to relinquish United States citizenship, the person could vuhereafter lose 
citizenship by having a continuous residence for three years in a foreign 


state of which he was a national by birth after the attainment of age 
twenty-two years. 


The voluntary use of a foreigr. passport would ordinarily be considered to 
have been a substantial benefit of the nationality of a foreign state 

(See 8 FAM 225.11 Interpretations). Also, voting in a foreign election 
under certain circumstances could be considered a substantial benefit. If 
it is established by persuasive evidence that such act was accompanied by 
affirmative intent to relinquish United States citizenship, the person 
coulé thereafter lose citizenship by having, a continuous resid« ce for 
three years in a foreign state of which he was a national by birth after 
the attainment of age twenty-twoe . 


2. PERFORMANCE OF OTHER ACTS MADE EXPATRIATING BY STATUTE 


Subject to the development of cases and the evaluation of evidence exactly as 
stated in Paragraph C 1. of this instruction, consular officers may decide 
that expatriation has not occurred and may document 4s 4 citizen any applicant 
whose circumstances meet the conditions noted under the following sections of 
law. 


(a) Section 2 of the Act of March 2, 1907 


Those cases in which foreign nationality was conferred automatically and 
without personal application under a treaty or foreign law; unless the for- 
eign nationality was accepted in the manner provided in existing interpreta- 
tions (8 FAM 223, Interpretations), and the alleged citizen either does not 
inject the question of intent or, if injecting such question, was unable to 
prove by @ preponderance of persuasive evidence that, in accepting the for- 
eign nationality, he did not intend to transfer or abandon allegiance to U.S. 


(bv) Section 349(2)(1) of the INA and Section 4O1(a) of the NA 


Those cases in which the naturalization involves & person who derived for- 
eign nationality while under the age of twenty-one as 4 result of the 
naturalization of a parent or parents, or as a result of ea naturalization 
obtained in behalf of such a person by a parent, guardian or authorized 
agent. Failure to comply with the United States residence requirements of 
the first proviso of one or the other of these sections will not result in 
loss of nationality unless it is clear that the subject willfully failed to 
comply with those requirements with the intention of transferring or 
abandoning allegiance. 


D. PROCKDURES FOR PROCESSING CASES 


1. The consular officer's opinion and the Department's decision have always 
been made a part of the official file record in every citizenship case in 
which the applicant has performed an act made expatriating by statute. When 
& citizen is issued a passport or registered by & consular officer under this 


general delegation of authority, the consular officer's written decision is to 
be made a part of the official record and attached to the application for the 
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Department's files. The decision ..1y be written on the application in the 
space now provided for the consular officer's opinion or it may be written 
on a separately attached memorandum. In either case the facts, the ! 

the issues involved and the reasoning applied should -e clearly indic. 

as the "CONSULAR OFFICER'S DECISION" and should be yned by him. All 
original affidavite, statements or other available evidence which have 
served as a basis for the decision should also be attached to the applica- 
tion as a part of the official file record in the case. Documents which 
the consular officer has examined but which cannot by their nature be made 
a part of the Department's records should be described in detail if they 
served as material evidence in arriving at the decisions Photo copies 
should be submitted whenever possible.

2. As stated above in Paragraph C, when the ciscumstances indicate a reason- 
able likelihood that a record of judicia revocation of naturalization or a 
record of a prior decision of expatriation (except those voided as a result 

of Supreme Court decisions) exists in an applicant's name, the consuler 
officer may not make a decision for the Department under this general delega- 
tion of authority. These cases should be marked for the Department's decision 
and submitted in accordance with the procedures for submitting cases stated 

in CA-2855, Paragraph E 3. The Department will inform the post of its decisior 
as well as the Immigration and Naturalization Service when necessary so that 
its records can be changed. 


3. In those cases in which the consular officer acts under the delegation of 
authority given in this instruction, he shall forwerd those cases mariing 
them as "AFROYIM ATTY GEN" as noted in Paragraph E 3 of CA-2855, but clearly 
showing them to be for the Department's files and not for the Department's 
decision. 


4. Consular officers may submit any case covered by this general delegation 
of authority for the Department's review and decision if such action is 
believed appropriate under the circumstances of an individual case or if 
doubt is entertained regarding the applicability of the delegation of author- 
ity to the case. 


5. When an advisory opinion is sought regarding the handling of cases under 
this general delegation of authority, the request should be accompanied by 
a specific application which suggested a need for the advisory opinion. 
REVISION OF 8 FAM 

Appropriate revision of 8 FAM will be made at an early date.
